has never been abundant. It is frated that .the supply bis drareased widiin the 
bet two years. Dwing the last year the decrease was pMtusulsrly noticeable. 
liayiy iwyln attributed it to the reguUar plymg of Steam Launches in the 
Dhurla; they thought that the noise in the water Mghtened away the fish 
oomh^ up from the Brahmaputra. It is, however, difficult to ascertain what 
thi4^ cause of the falling dfc the supjdy U. Mray fermers fisheries were 
unable to satisfy felly the demands of the Slate, and some of them were 
tiolnpletely rrmed. Precautionary measures had thwefcwe to ^ wiopted. For 
these reasons thrae wae a decease in ihe demand for fisjiieries. In previous 
reports it was stated that there were some jotea, the proprietors of which found 
H difficult to ply the rent assessed by the Settlement Departoent. These jotes 
• fet<ffi no price when they are pat up to sale, and feey are being gradually given 
np or resumed according to the terms of settlement. Some decrease is attributable 
to this circumstance, there were alio craes of diluvira, in which reduction hod 
to'be given. DetsHed statements, showing the deCTease inthejummaof each 
lote, were submitted to the Co^ffimssioner, and hU sanction to the reduction 
bltained. On the other hand some jotes given up or resumed daring previous 
years were settled during the year, and there were some increa^ for ^her 
reasons as explained in the statements. After deducting the total increase from 
the decrease the net decrease amounts to Rs. 4,881. The average of the demrad

It will b observed that the percentage of balance on demand has risen very 
slightly in the Sadder sub-division since the close of 1879-80; it is, howevar, 
less than that of the percentage for 1878-79 by 8. In Mathabhaaga the per- 
, centage is lower than that for 1878-79, while in Meklignnj though there is a little 
increase the balance itself is not large. The result in Dinbta is unsatis&ctory. 

As stated in previous reports these we some very thinly populated tracts ia 
the Sudder sub-di'viaon, which borders on the Bhutan Dowars; great difficnlly 
k always experienced in collecting revenue from persons residing in these tracts; 
the balance in the Sudder sub-division k therefore larger than that in any 
other sub-division. 

IS. Of the total outstanding blance of Re. StSSt^ldS, the funoaht of 
Rs. 1,13,220 is due from involved estates under the management of the Court 
of Wards, and the greater portion of the remidning|,Bam from noncultivating 
Jotedars, who, according to the settlement rules, are entitled to a profit 4 20 par 
cent, on the gross collections.

18. As explained last year the institutions rose in 1879-80 owing to the 
operation of the Gooch BeW Limitation Act. This was naturally followed by 
a decrease during the ye w under report; it will be observed that the number 
instituted was 1,815 which was lower than that in any one of the four previous 
year a AB,howevOT, there was a large number of undisposed of cases at the close 
1879-80, lie total for disposal was 3,374, and the number pending 411. The 
details are shown in the statement of rent suits. Of the 61 cases pending from 
1879-80i the local enquiries in 17 cases could not be completed by Ganoongoes 
before the close of the year owing to the preraure of Gensus work ; witli one 
exceptbn all the enquiries have since been held. Forty old cases remained pend¬ 
ing in the file of ^aboo Eedamath Mooheijee, Ntub Ahilkar of Mathabhanga, and 
three in that of Komr Kangila Naram, Kaib Ahilkar of Mekligunj, for reasons 
which appear to be very unsitisfiuitory. ■ There was one old case in the Sudder 
Naih ihilkar’s file which Aould not be disposed of omng to the non-receipt of 
the rt^y to a reforenee made to the authorities.

S4. Tbd deeroase in the mveetments. as shown in the table, is attributable 
to- the drcomstance of the recoyeries on account of lotms exceeding the emonnt 
of loans granted daring the year. The cash in hand exceeded that at the dose 
of 1879*80 by Es. 9,238. The debts on the estate have come down jErcm 
Bs. 10,261 to Rs. 7,654; at the close of 1878-79 these debts amounted to 
Rs. 55,020. The two minors, I am glad to repo/t, are making satisfactory 
progress in their studies at Erishnaghur. 


85. The current demand for the three other estates was Rs. 27,868*0-3, 
and the colleotionB amounted to Rs. 25,708-12-3. 


36. Summary realisaHon of arrears due to Wards' and attached Estates— 
Under the special orders of the Commissioner old arrears due to these estates 
up to the dose of 1877-78, had to be summarily collected by the Malcutchery. 
The balance of arrears due at the close of 1879-80 was Rs. 1,29,207; out of 
this the amount collected during the year under report was Rs. 20,719, and that 
written off Bs. 64,867; proprietors, who attained their majority in 1880-81, have 
themselves been taking measures for realismg Rs. 11,866, and the uncollected 
bdance at the close of the year was Rs. 31,755.

37. As there is vot little hope of our being able to recover in a short 
time a considerable poraop of the uncollected balance referred to above, it has 
been thought advisable to dispense with the services of the mohnrers temporarily 
(^pointed for this work. The cases instituted for realising the diffident items 
of balance will now be transferred to the Rent Suit Department, and execution 
will have to be taken out in the usual way. There are cases in which, though the 
balances cannot be at once fully adjusted, there is every hope of the landlords being 
ultimately able to effect recoveries; such cases cannot be finally sbmck off now.

44. The total demand for the current year was Rs. 1,38,882-18-1 and the 
amount collected during toe year Rs. 1,34,168-3-1. The percentage of collectione 
in toe year under review was 96 against 122 of the previous year. Although the 
percentage (96) is a fair one, yet in comparison with tost of the last year, it is lo^. 
The principal reasons of toic difference are (1) the fact that daring toe last year

thk S»40,l 7640-4 ore due from the Eatate of Monmdhan Boxy. Thk estate 
baa to pay Ks. 28,112-7-5 annually to the State. During the last year the whcde 
of the current demand was paid,a^ Bs. 2,242-9*2 was also paid towards the liqui¬ 
dation of the arrears. This estate was almost hopelessly involved m debt, apd 
hitherto all the savings have been devoted to saving it from sale. Some Bs. 30,000 
have been paid off, ai^ we may now hope for some liquidation of the State arrears; 
a considerable proportion of whidh it will be advisable to strike off. The estate 
belongs to an old family having good clrims to clemen( 7 , and in a special report 
lately Sttbnutted by the Dewao he advocated a scheme by whkh the*e8tete will 
become solvent m six years. I agreed with the Dewan, and in my own report have 
made certain reeommendationa accordingly. My predecessor was in favor of relin- 
qnkbipg the management and selUng up the estate for the realization of the arrears. 


47. The estate of minor Tariny Charan Chuckerbutiy k not in arrears of 
its State revenue. It waa indebted to the extent of about & 57,000 to maiuqans, 
all of whom had decrees agunst it. About Bs. 36,000 have been already 
liquidated, and it k hoped that the balance wUl be paid off in two years more. 
All the ^bts bearing interest have been paid off, whkl' k satis&ctory. The 
amount that remains now to be paid k itself interest, and therefore, no intermt 
has to be paid upon it

54. Couniry spirit .—As was feared, the two rival farmers of outstills com¬ 
bined during the year with the object of bringing down the prices of the outstills 
in the town. But they did not succeed, because by the rules in force here we 
were not bound to accept any Istafa of an Abcary mehal as long as a lease was 
in force. After the close of the year a third person came forward, and offered a 
high jamma for the town shops; the result was that the settlement for the 
current year also could be concluded on very favorable terms. It is feared, 
however, that this new farmer, who is not a man of substance, may ultimately be 
ruined, and obliged to give up the farm. During the last year there was an 
increase of Rs. 6594-9 in the revenue derived from country spirit. Owing to 
the circumstance of the monthly tax beiag very high, the price of country spirit 
did not come down; there was therefore no increase in consumption. The qou.^y 
of the spirit was not considered good. For this reason there was an increaae'In 
the consumption of imported liquOTs, the number of bottles imported during the 
year rose from 766 in 1879-80 to 1252 during the year of report. 

55. Ganjd tend Opwm .—The slight decreases observable in the ooHectionB 
of duty on Ganja and Opium are attributable to decrease in Consumption; but H 
is Mtisfoctory to note that these decreases were mm than bahmced by the 
ibrnease k license fees for Gsmja shops. There Was thus an kceease k revmme 
•nd a decrease k^cttsmnptson.

58. In the last report the Dewan estimated the Stamp Revenue of an 
ordinary year at a lac, A large number of cases instituted in 1879-80, owing 
to the operation of the Limitation Act, had to be finally disposed of during the 
year under report; for this reason the above estimate was exceeded. 

59. Baboo Gopal Chunder Ghose, Treasury Accountant, continued to dis¬ 
charge his duties efficiently. 


SECTION IV.-FINANOUn. 

60. In the Budget Estimates for 1880-81, it was estimated that the revenue 
of the year would be Bs. 13,42,651, and the expenditure Rs. 14,74,212, and that 
there would therefore be a deficit of Rs. 1,31,561. According to the Regular 
Estimates it was expected that the revenue would be Rs. 13,61,850, and the 
expenditure Rs. 13,42,495, and that there would be a surplus of Rs. 19,355. ^ 

61. The actual accounts, of which an abstract is appended hereto, shew 
that the revenue was Rs. 12,95,366, being less than the Budget Estimates by 
Rs. 47,285, and than the Regular Estimates by Rs. 66,484 ; that the expenditure 
was Us. 11,85,525 being less than the Budget Estimates by 2,88,687, and than 
the Regular Estimates by Rs. 1,56,970. Thus the deficit of Rs. 1,31,561 in the 
Uudget Estimates for 1880-81 became, under the financial events of the year, an 
actual surplus of Rs. 1,09,841, This result is chiefly attributable to savings 
caused under Public Works owing to the circumstance of the work in the 
palace not having been carried on during the year as was origmally contemplated. 
It also shows that a healthy economy was strictly maintained throughout tiie 
year. All departments have borne a due share of this economy, and the improve¬ 
ment is to a certam extent to be put down to savings in generd expenditure. 

62. The revenue collections, nnder Land Revenue, Interest, and Debatter, 
are somewhat worse than those shown in the Regular Estimates, though the year 
under review has been generally speaking a prosperous one. The rains have 
been abundant, the harvest for the most part good, but on the other hand very 
poor prdoes prevailed in the tobacco, jute, and other produce marlmts, and the 
piaee of food grains bemg also very Jow, the season was not a good one for the 
ooUectkin of rents. This subject has already been dealt with in tiie Revenue 
Report. The excess of reeeii^ in the miscellaneous revenue, Rs. 10,723 is attri- 
btimble mamiy to itam&it adjustineut. The increases and decreases nnder oth^* 
heads ^ revenue are not laiige. The resulti on the expenditare side are «m- 
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fonoly frmaUe, tibtn Ukg * total dacrsMo k ox^mxAHore Bs, t,M,970.

RISVENUE.

The tyots, 
who stored their grain with the hope of diBp(»ng of it advanta^ourij late in Ote 
yea*, were disappointed by the &ll in pricia and were unable to i^l ^aSjfilably 
even On the eve of the last kist; hence the land revenue fell short. To the 
same cause must be attributed the decrease of Bs. 3,917 under /F.—i)s5utter. 
There is a decrease of Rs. 5,596 in HI. — interett on Invited Capital, This is doe 
to the &rct that the Rank of Bengal was unable to draw interest on the promis¬ 
sory notes newly purchased in the name of the minor Moharajah without a power 
of Attorney, and would not accept as legal the power drawn by the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner; the matter has now beeu settled. 

64. Under V.—Miscellaneous, an increase of Rs. 10,723 appears, which 
is, as has already been stated, attributable to transfer adjustments. 

65. fhe increase of Rs. 2,226 under the head VL — Excise, and the decrease 
of Rs. 1,662 under that of Vlll.—Jail, are respectively due to high bidding for 
out-still shops consequent on competition, and to a falling off in the collections of 
prices of jail manufactured articles. There is a decrease of Rs. 556 in IX. — Re¬ 
gistration. This is owing to the decrease in the number of deeds registered as will 
be shown in another part of the report. 

66. The mcrease of Rs. 8,406, under XL — PiAlic Works is due to receipts 
on account of sale proceeds of stores in the Architect’s office. 

EXPENDITURE. 

67. 1.— Household expenses and maintenance of Bajah and family. —Shews a 
decrease of Rs. 2,890. This arises from savings under most sub-heads, notwith¬ 
standing that the grant under maintenance of the Rajah and Ranee has been 
exceeded by Rs. 16,758. The Nainital trip for the benefit of the Maharanee’s 
health, the necessity for providing a trousseau for the Maharanee on the occasion 
of her leaving her fether’s house, the purchase of a new piano, books &c., are the 
items of excess expenditure. Had the accounts of Messrs. Coutts & Go., in which 

, the charges on account of the two Gojendros appeared, been received in time, there 
would have been a considerable deficit in place of the saving here noticed. 

68. The decrease of Rs. 2,951 unda* the head %.—lmd Beverme U due to 
general savings 

69. Under 8.— Education —a decrease of Rs. 1,187 is shown. This is mainly 
due to savings in the inspection charges owing to the death of the late Superintend¬ 
ent, M also to the reduction in the salary of tihe post. 

70. 4.—Xotp and JusU'es.—Decrease Bs. 4,197. This is mainly due to the 
absence of the Fouedrry Ahilkar on loive, and partly to general lavii^s.

The work in the palace 
could not be carried on daring the year for reasons which will he fully explained 
in my report on Public Works; toe result was that toe amount shewn in toe 
reguli^ estimate could not be spent, and a large saving was caused. 

80. I now proceed to consider the ei|bject of toe actual Treasury receipts 
and disbursements, for which a separate statement is appended to this report, and 
to compare the items of considerable increase and decrease. 

RECEIPTS. 

81. The iucrease of Rs. 1,10,518 under Government is due to the crediting 
of the subsidy money for toe Bhootan Government in toe State accounts, also to 
remittances from the local Post office, and cash remittances from Government 
Treasuries. The subsidy money had to be sent up to Buxa after toe close of 
toe year. 


82. Jogendra Deh Boyeuth .—Decrease Rs. 15,100. This is owing to the 
non-liquidation of the dues of the estate. The payments noted below, mmlft by

DISBURSEMENTS. 

89. Government of Bengal. —Increase Rs, 85,407. This is due to payments 
made in liquidation of the Government due. 

90. The decrease in the head Loan to heal ehov-keepere ^e. is due to the 
fact that no more than the amount paid was needea by the shop-keepers for the 
improvement of their shops. 

91. The decrease in Pound Fund is due to postponement of certain 
measures fhe charges for which were to be debited to tids head. 

92. Beoenue deposit—Inovcmoi Rs. 4,653. This is due to transfer to Land 
Revenue of several items of security deposit originally taken from farmers of 
ghats and others. 

93. Judicial deposit .—Decrease Rs. 4,272. This is due to an excess in the 
estimate. 


94. General deposit —Increase Rs. 14,249. This is partly due to'transfer 
adjustment to some other head, and partly to refund of security deposits. 

95. Advances recoverable .—^There is an increase of Rs, 64,722 in this head 
principally owing to money being sent to Darjeeling for the improvement of 
Smiths Trust Property, and adjusted under this head. 

96. Increase in Permanent Advance is owing to an advance made to 
Mr. Kneller, the tutor to the Moharaja in addition to what bad already been 
made to him to meet expenditure of an urgent character. 

97. The decrease under the head Suspense acmint is due to the estimate 
being left out in the Regular estimate. 

98. Loan at i per cent —Increase Rs. 5,000. This is due to paper being 
purchased at a discount. 

99. BemUance account —Increase Rs. 3,54,100. This is due to remittance 
of Treasury surplus made to Bank for investment in Government loans. 

100. Cash balcmes.-^Bj the regular estimates it was antidpated that the 
year 1880-81 would dose with a cadi bahmoe of Rs. 5,98,086, of which 
Bs. 2,48,086 would be at Gooch Behar Treasury, and Rs. 8,50,000 in the bank 

Bengal. The actual bdances on the Slst March 1881 amounted to Rs. 6,72,825 
(tf whkb Rs. 8,15,443 was in the Gooch Behar Treasury, and Rs. 8,57,882 in the 
Bank. The dosing baknoes wera duts Iiurgcu'^by Bs. 74,739 than w«s expected, 
and tlus notwitbstancUug the loss k retiteniie of Rs» 66,^4, The mm cause of 
this impcov&nieQt of balances is &e ramwaskn of **Falai:w” wtuin foom widdi 
alone the saving et^eted sks Bs. l,18j|^.

102. The number of regular suits instituted during the year under report 
was 2,284 against 7,689 *f the preceding year. There was a decrease of 5,855 
cases, and this decrease was due to the operation of the Limitation Act in 1879-80, 
on which account an unusually large number of suits were instituted in that 
year. My predecessor has fully explained the abnormal influx of litigation in 
1879-80, and the somewhat exceptionally low figures of the year under revijw 
may be accounted for by the excessive litigation of the previous year on die 
principle that after the storm comes the calm. 

108. The number of regular suits disposed of during the year was 3,301 
against 6,549 of the previous year. •

Limitation Act, which necessitated the renewal of old deeds. This was naturally 
followed by a decrease iA the year underreport.

124. The (Suurge of the Fottedari Goort mnahaed with Bftboo Setfa Obaran 
kookeijee frcaa the begnwing of the year up to the I5th <rf September, and with 
Baboo Jadpb Ghunder Ghadkerbatty from the 16th Septemb^ to the end of the 
year. The Sab'divudonal Courta Dinhata, Hathabhanga and Mekiigsi^ were, 
throoghont the year, presided over by Baboos Soshe Bhwsan Haider, and Kedar 
Hadi Mookeijee and Eumar Rnngila Narain respectively. 

l24. Criminal -The totlal number of cas^ of all deserip^ons 

reported during the year was 2,132 against 2,399 of the preceding year showing ^ 
a decrease of 267 cases. Of these 1,034 were cognizable cases against 1,255, and 
1,098 were non'Cognizable against 1,144 of the previous year. Cognizable cases 
have, therefore, decreased by 221, and non-cognizable cases by 46. It is satis*

126. Amongst the cognizable cases serious offences against the person 
were 74 against 60, and serious offences against property were 48 against 41 of 
the previous year. The number of petty thefts has come down from 730 to 637 
in the year under report. It was 936 in the year 1877-78. In the year 1878-79 
the total number of cases was 2,993. In the following year 1879-80 this total 
fell to 2,399, and in the year under review the total has again fallen to 2,132. 
yhe decrease between 1878-79 and 1879-80 (594) was more than double that 
m the present year; the figure now being 267. I am inclined to think that there 
are several cautes at work to which this large decrease of crime is attributable, 
but the principal one is probably the great reduction in the price of food grains. 
This assumption is strengthened by the facts that (1) there was a very large 
reduction in the price of rice after the cutting of the 1879 harvest, that is, it fell 
by nearly one hidf, and (2) there has been a further though much smaller reduc¬ 
tion since the 1880 crop was harvested. The subject of the reduction of prices 
has already been dealt with in the Land Revenue report. 

127. There has been only a slight decrease (10 only) in the number of 
assault cases. It was 459 in the previous year, but m the year under report, 
the number was 449. The prevailing crimes continue to be Aefts and assaults. 
There were three dacoity cases reported during the last year against none in 
the previous year, and the amount of property plundered has been mentioned 
to be Rs. 1,051-5-0. All these three dacoities were committed in the jurisdiction 
of the Sub-divisumofMekligunj. In 1878-79 a 4ring dacoily was committed 

' in that Sub-division by* a gang of 14 peoj>te||f 'Ghazipore. The case was 
successfully enquired iffto, and the culprits seyetly punished by the Sessions 
Court. The openi«^ of the Northern Bengal State Railway has greatly facili¬ 
tated the ingress of these daooits of the North Western Proidnosi into the Raj, 
and the railway sta&m of Haldibaree, being atuated in Mekligntj, the dacoits 
connnitted their depredations in that Sub-divisiffli. Now that we are aware 
of this it is hopei that the pmmt ^e pipings tri)l no longar eontinhe.

129. A decrease of 61 persons is observed in the number of persons brought 
to trial. 169 cases of petty theft were not enquired into under section 117 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code. The number is large, and the section has been taken 
undue advantage of by the Police. Mr. Harris, District Superintendent of Police, 
who was specially deputed to report upon the Police of the State, remarked on 
this point, that the percentage of cases not enquired into was larger than in 
Bengal. I have drawn the special attention of the Superintendent of Police to 
the matter, and hope that a better result may he shown in the current year’s 
work. 


130. The percentage of convictions has risen from 63'88 to 66'9. This 
increase is satisfactory as compared with the steady falling off in this respect 
during the previous 3 years. 

131. Detailed statement of all courts .—The subjoined statement gives 
additional details showing the number of persons brought to trial in all courts in 
cognizable and non-cognizable cases during the past year.

132. It will he observed that the convictions in Police cases have risen 
from 61 to 69. This is satisfactory, and is probably due to the return of Baboo 
Satya Gharan Mookeijee to his legitimate office of Superintendent of Police. 

188. Synopm of the heinous aimts.—Theire were three cases of murder 
reported daring the year against two of the preceding year; of these three cases 
one was found to be folae, jmd the remaining two are summarised below:—

Sie buried it alive, but it was found while still alive Ivy one Shoobal JuUad, and 
by the Police taken to the Mathabhanga Dispensary wWe it died. The 
also died while in prison pending trial. 

1S4. There were two cases of culpable homicide not amounting to murder, 
the circumstances of which were as follows 

Utcase. —One Doofiroo Das visited with an illicit purpose the mother 
of two young men named Eheerpashoo mid Batashoo. One night they saw 
Doo&oo in their mother’s room and struck him with lattis which caused his 
death. Eheerpassoo and Batashoo confessed having committed the offence, and 
were committed to the Sessions by the Fouzdimy Ahilkar. Batashoo and 
Kheerpashoo were convicted by the Sessions Court and sentenced to six months’ 
and three months’ rigorous imprisonment respectively under Section 304, Indian 
Penal Code. 

2nd case. —^NojoobooUa, NotubooUu, Burkutooila, and Badeot were accused 
of having caused the death of Toonee Napit. The accused were discharged by 
the Fouzdary Ahilkar for want of sufficient evidence against them. 

135. There were three cases of dacoity reported during the year. 

Ut case. — A. dacoity was committed by a gang of men in the house of 
Boodhuroo Das, and property valued at about Rs. 236-9 was plundered. Fourteen 
dlusoits were arrested by the Police, and sent up to the Naib Ahilkar of Mekligunj 
who held the preliminary enquiry. The Naib Ahilkar discharged three men for 
want of sufficient evidence, and committed ten to the Sessions on the evidence of 
one Eishen Deb who was an approver. By the Sessions Court one was acquitted, 
end the rest were convicted and sentenced, one to five years, one to four years, and 
seven to two years rigorous imprisonment under Section 395, 1.P.C. 

2nd case. —^One NajootooUa of Teldhar complmned that a dacoity was 
committed in his house, and property valued at about Bs. 75 carried off. The 
Police could not trace out the culprits, and reported the case in form (C. true.) 

3rd coss—-One HemotooUa lodged information with the Mekligunj Police 
that a dacoity was committed in Ms house, and property valued at about Rs. 56 
plundered. TMs case was pending enquiry by the Police at the end of the 
year. 


136. There were nine mums of rape reported during the year of wbkh four 
were found to be false; brief histories of the rest are ^ven below 

Iff cofOne Soomitra MusnWnee complmned that Dookhoo Nodiya had 
attempted to cononit rape tqion her. The Officiafiii^ Foimdary AMBoir did not 
believe ber statement, and disiriuurged the accused foe want of enffiriwit etidence. 

2nd eoff.—-One Bhado Dasria complained tSiat tme Baghoonath Dm at¬ 
tempted to co-»toit rape upon her. The Qffiriaring Foaadary Abllkardyxdieved 
hM stetement ftvi the evidence of her wifneues, and diaduu^ the aoooaed- 
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Simdbiei Masoliaani, a of alioat U years oiF agi), eom* 
(dalaed ^ Sham Churn Khen, a boy about 18 or 19, had Ciit'Unftteid lafie 
upon hor. The aocnaed was committed to the Sesaonsby the Foiusdary ihSiar. 
By the Semions Court the accused was convicted and sentenced to two months 
rigorous imprisonment under Section 376 and 511,1.P.C.

4tA me .—A woman named Megli Dassia complained that one Focha Noshya 
bad committed rape upon her. The actased was committed to the Sessions by 
the Officiating Fouzdary Ahilker. By the Sessions Court the accused was con¬ 
victed and sentenced to five years rigorous imprisonment under Section 876, 1.P.C. 

ith ease .—Teektikee Musulnmnee complmned that one Bhola Noshya had 
raped her. The accused was discharged by the Naib Ahilhar of Mekligunj for 
want of sufficient evidence. •• 

187. There were two cases of kidnapping reported during the yem* of which 
one was found to be felse, and the facts of the other are meniJldoned below;— 

One Earmohomed Noshya complained ^at Bhola Noshya bad ki^pped his 
daughter aged about 11 years with the view of marrying her. The aocus^ was 
convicted and sentenced to one tuid half months rigorous imprisonment under 
Section 863, I.P.C. 

138. Considerable, and at one time somewhat alarming disturbances took 
place in consequence of the Census operations but were most energeti(^ly and 
courageously dealt with by the Dewan, the Fouzdary Ahilkar and the PoUce. 
Arrests of ringleaders were made, and quiet gradually restored. The Deputy 
Commissioner himself went out to Chilker H4t in the sudder Sub-division, and 
also to some of the northern talooks, where his presence had the effect of 
restoring order. 

139. Appeak .—There were only 18 crinunal appeals during the year agunst 
24 of the previous year. Of the 18, one was pen(hng from the l&t year. In ten 
cases the orders of the lower Courts were confirmed, and in five, the orders were 
reversed. Three appeals were pending at the close of the year. The sub-joined 
table will shew the number of persons convicted, and appeals prrferred with the 
result m the case of each officer separately. The Deputy Commissioner heard 12 
and the Fouzdary Ahilkar three appeals during the year.

151. Although the year ends with » heavier balance (Rs. 3,166-1-8) than 
thiU; at the end of the prevbus year (Rs. 2,260-12-11,) yet it will be observed that 
the total amount realiaed during the year was Rs. 7,071-5-9 or Rs. 927-8-9 more 
than that collecled in the previous year. The Foiydary Ahilkar has satisfied 
himself ^at the heavy balance is partly owing to the existence in the fine book 
of 3 items of fine i^gregating Rs. 1,179-15, for the realiaadon of whidh 
all endeavours have been miuie to no effect. Two of ihe d^tultera are residents 
of Govemmost llktricts in Bengal, and one of Gooch Behar. There is another 
reason whkh uliao tended to swell ^ amount of the bdbnoe, tda., a large number 
of cases were liifioeed of in t^ last fitw days of the latt month of the y^, 
and ^MlOpuntef film iinfK)^ these cases alone was Rs. 2,672-8. There 
vfaa, dt^aMore, no im left wid*® the year to take steps fcfr the «aid»a<aon of 
dmsMseftheinons^. 
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ISl CkmUdarss Ilie aMesiment fisr &e ^ear un^ report vu 
Be. 2,171'3'0 agabst Be. 2,179*18>0. Hus emoant ^ed to Ri. ludance 
of the previooB year, gives a total of Bs. 2,172*li-9. Deducting from this 
amount the sum of Be. 81‘12*0 on account of persons tdio have £ed, left their 
places of abode &c., there remained Rs. 2,090-15-9. Of this amount 
Bs. 2,089*6*0 were collected ddHng the year leaving a balance of Bs. 1*9*9. 
The result is satisfactory. The cost of the Ohowkidaree establishment 
was Rs. 2,040, the stune as in the previous year. The number of ChowkidwB 
in the town remains 30 as before. 

153. Cade Pounds.—'The number of cattle pounds in the State was 37, 
the same as in the previous year. The receipts were ?8. 5,452*11*9 against 
Rs. 5,691*3*6, shewing a decrease of Rs. 238*7*9. The disbursements were 
Rs. 3,250-1*9 against Bs. 3,116*3*8 of the preceding year. This shews 
an increase of Rs. 133*14*1, The net profit to the State was Rs. 2,202*10*0, 
shewing a decrease of Rs. 372*5*10. 

154. Conservancy ,—The establishment of 6 mehters worked with the 
scavenger’s.cart on all the roads of the town and kept the Bazar clean. The 
public latrines, 3 in number, worked also satisfactorily. They pay all their 
expenses and are self supporting. 

155. 1 am glad to be able lo state here that some attempt is being made 
to light the town, the chief object being to assist the Police in the prevention 
of incendiarism, thefts &c. 

156. The Fire*engine establishment has been re*organised, and a belfry is 
being constructed by my orders, as it has been found that in most cases the 
Police and Sepoys do not arrive on the scene till too late to be of any use. 

157. Havmg taken charge after the expiry of the year under report I am 
uxable of course to say any thing regarding the work of the several officers during 
the year, and my predecessor, although he left me a very valuable confidential 
note as to the duties and qualifications of every officer in the State, did not record 
any opinion as to the work done by each officer during the year. I am, 
however, able to say that Baboo Jadub Chunder Chukerbutty, the Fouzdary 
Ahilkar, workedfwell, and Baboo Satya Charan Mookeijee gave satisfation. 
Among the Naib Ahilkars exercising criminal powers Baboo Hari Das Mookerj^ 
is undoubtedly the best. My predecessor remarked upon the bad hand-writing 
of the Sub-divisional Naib Ahilkars, vie., Baboos (1) Eedarnath Mookerjee, (2) 
Shoshe Bhoosun Haider, and (3) Kumar Rungila Narain. I regret to be obliged 
to say that there has been no improvement in this respect. Since the close of 
the year Baboo Hari Das Mookeijee has been transferr^ to Mathabhanga, and 
Baboo Kedarnath Mookerjee brought to Head-Quarters.

The result is not at all satisfactory. The percentage in the last year was 
26*7. This fallmg off is explained by the Superintendent by the fact that the 
stolen property was chiefly cash which the Police were unsuccessful in recovering. 

166. The general conduct of the Force has been good. There were only 
four escapes from custody agmnst nine in the previous year. All of these 
persons were re(»iptured, 

167. The Superintendent of Police was not in charge daring the entire 

year. Daring his absence Baboo Sitanath Boneijee was in charge of the Pdice 
office. On return of Baboo Jadub Chander Chuckerbutty, Fousdari Ahilkar, 
Baboo Satya Cbaran Mookeijee reverted to his own appointment on 16th 
September 1880. As fiir as 1 have been able to jndge Baboo Satya Charan 
Mookerjee is a painstaking and carefiil officor, bat I shall (^course be better 
able to give an opinion regarding him whea 1 have had personal experience of 
his work dating the current year. ,

duty only. A man on Bs. 26 could be found perfectly competent 
for this duty. 

(5) That promotion has been foirly and equally distributed.

all the offices. Police stations and out-posts under his charge, and 
that the results of this inspection should be recorded in writing 
with the remarks of the inspecting officer.

175. The charge of the Jail rested with Baboo Sqtya Gharan Mookeijee, 
offiaating Fouzdari AWlkar, from the beginning of the year up to the 15th 
September 1880, and with the Fouzdari Ahilkar from the 16th idem to the end 
of the year, 

176. two new kitchens with galvanized iron roofs, lath plaster walls, and 
masonry floors, and the civil hajiit and female wards, all of which were under 
construction at the end of the previous year, were completed during the year 
under report. The kitchens are a very great improvement upon the old kitchen 
huts, in as much as they are secure from fire. These were made entirely by 
prison labour. The two pucca buildings on the two sides of the Jail entrance 
were also completed by the Public Works Department during the year. The 
one to the north has been occupied by the guard, and the other to the south is 
used for the Jailor’s office and the store-room.

The number of deaths was 4 against 21 of the preceding year, showing a 
decrease of 17. Of the 4 deaths one was from diarrhoea, one from dysent^, 
one from fever, and one from pneumonia. There was only one escape during the 
year against eight of the previous year, The escaped prisoner, one Jonaku Nosya, 
was convicted in a theft case, and sentenced to two years’ rigorous imprisonment 
in August 1879 . The man had only 4 months imd 13 days to serve out. 
He was wording in the Jail garden and was deputed to keep an eye on the goala 
(purchased fbr the use of the prisoners) grazing about the garden. He was io 
the custody of wwders ,of the Jail garden who were also prisoners. These 
warders were prosecuted in the Grimina] Gourts, ouavioted and puuisbed ifrifii.

It will be seen that the past year has been a remarkably healthy one as &r 
as the population of the Jail was concerned. The death rate per cent has come 
.down from 10 to 2. There was no case of cholera or any other epidemic 
muring the year. , 

P 179. Labour and manufacture .—The prisoners were employed in 
the jun^e in the town, workmg under the Public Works Depsftment and toe 
Printing Press. The Jail garden supplied employment for toose who were 
either old, convalascent or otherwise considered unfit for hard work. 


180. The number of men employed in manufactures was more than that in 
toe previous year viz. 39,agamst 34. The principal manufimtures in which toe 
prisoners were employed were carpentry, sawing wood, mat making, weaving, 
twine-making, grin^g flour, ma^ng bread and pressing oil. Many iHriaoners 
were also employed as Jail servants viz. convict warders, water carriers, coo li, 
sweepers and hospital attendants.

188. Zaei-upt.-^Tbe numW prisons edniifted into the three Lod(*iipi 
of Mathabhiaga, Dinhath, and Mekligunj dariog the year under report was 82$ 
against 865 of the preceding year, showing a decrease of 40 prisoners. Thirty* 
nine prisoners remained in the Lock-ups at the close of the previous year. Out of 
the total number 864,69 were transferred to the Sudder Jcdl, one died, one escaped, 
289 were rdeased, and 12 remained at the dose of the year. The cost of &e 
fee&ig &c. of each prisoner in the Lock-ups was Rs. 38-5-8 against Rs. 45-8-8 
in the previous year, showing a decrease of Rs. 6-13-7 per head. This is owii^ 
to the fell in the price of articles of food during the year. The Lock-up 
at Hathabhanga, togethei; with the greater portion of the Civil Station, was 
washed away by the river Jaldhaka during the year under report. It has been 
removed to a safe place about half a mile distant. 

189. General mdufit of pnsoners.—Tbe general conduct of prisoners has 
been on the whole better than that in the previous year. Two men only had to 
be dogged, and three lost their marks for breach of Jail rules and discipline &c. 

190. Mad system.—The introduction of the mark system in the Jail has 
been productive of marked good among the prisoners, who fully appreciate the 
ladvantages of it, and do their best to behave themselves properly. During the 
tyear under report two prisoners named Nabir Nasya and Wurir Nasya, dacoits, 
^ho were sentenced to four years' rigorous imprisonment for committing daooify, 
"obtained remission of sentences by seven and eight weeks respectivdy. Speml 
marks for excellence of workmanship, unusual industry, end success in teaching 
carpentry, were awarded to the prisoner Asarh Das under Section 838 of the 
Jail Rules. • 

191. .Education,—Arrangements for educating some of the young prisonwi 
have been made in the Jml from the month of January last, and a clws conriit* 
ing of nine prisoners has been formed for the purpose. An intelligent, and well- 
behaved prisoner with a feir knowledge of the Bengali language has been 
appointed teachw. Simple instruction in reading, writing, and arithmetic is now 
given. The sdhool sits for two hours every morning in one of the wards of the 
Jail 

192. Great credit is due to Baboo Jadub Ohundw Chuckerbutty for his

208. All expeneeB, incurred in tlie different hoipitals and dupeiuitdiee, we 
defra;^ed by the State. The expenditure for tbe year mcluding establishment 
at the aiidder-dispensary has been lls. 4,939-5-9 against Rs. 5,028-8-6 of the 
preceding year j The wrerage cost of each daUy diet is at the sadder dispehsaiy 
1 anna and 4| pies. In Mekligunj 1 anna and 9 pies. In Mathabhanga 1 amia 
and 8^ pies. In Dinhata 1 aima and 6 pies. Details of all expenditure wiR be 
fouirf in^he foregoing statement; The great reduction in the cost of treating 
each patient at the sudder dispensary is, the Civil .*^urgeon re|)orts, oiring to 
the increased number of patients attending during the year, also to food being 
cheaper. . 

204. The additions to the sudder dispensary, according to the Commissioner 
Lord H. Ulick Browne’s plan, are being carried out, and in the course of another 
month they will be completed, when there will be ample space for all purposes. 

205. The re-erection of the Mathabhanga dispensary was not completed 
till the latter end of June. It was reopened for in-patients on the Ist July. 
Sjnee February last only out-patients were treated at Mekligunj, the dispensary 
was in such a dilapidated condition, that it had to be pulled down n\jd re-built 
on a smaller scale, and as there was no necessity for a cook, his services were 
dispensed with till the dispensary was again reopened for in-patients. 

206. The Dinhata dispensary is to be pulled down and re-erected after 
the rfuns are over. 

207. The Civil Surgeon is glad to be able to state that all the dispensaries 
are becoming more popular ; at times, he says, people come as far as 16 miles for 
treatment. The Assistant Surgeon and Native Doctors appear to take great 
interest in their work, and to give every satisfaction in the performance of their 
duties. 


208. No very important surgical operations were performed during the 
year, but thwe were several cases of fracture and dislocation, amputation of 
fingers, removal of tumours, and other abnormal growths, also of fiwelgn bodies 
from the eye, nose, ear, and urethr®, opening of abscesses, parscentisis of 
hydrocele, and extraction of teeth. 


209. Medicines.to the value of Rs. 155-8-9 have been sold this year against 
Rs. 119-12‘9 of the preceding year, being an increase of Rs. 35-12.

215. There appears to be a considerable reduction in the number of admis¬ 
sions, and daily average number of sick this year, which is due, the Civil Surgeon 
says, to the men being made to remain in hospital, and not allowed to leave till 
cured. 


216. The total number treated was 399 including 17 remaining from the 
previous year, of which 2^9 suffered from malarious fever, ague^ and remittent; 
the other most prevalent diseases were rheumatism, respiratory affections 
dysentry, diarrhsea and spleen. 

217. On two cases of small pox occurring among the Military the whole 
)f the sepoys as well as the Police were inspected, and those found unprotected 
fere vaccinated ; fortunately the disease entirely disappeared. 

218. The sanitary condition of the Police and Military lines has been 
lonsiderably improved during the past cold season. 

219. Among the European population I regret to have to record the death 
of Mr. Carl Schoananan, Bandmaster, which took place on the 7th November 
last.^ He WM lul^eet to congestion hf the liver, and had jaundice at Dinapore 
previous to comifig to Coorii Behar."

223. Vaednation .—As small pox was still prevalenl at Mathabhanga at the 
close of the last official year, a few of the paid staff and ex*inoculators were 
employed from time to time, whenever a fresh case appeared, till the disease was 
entirely stamped out; altogether 1284 operations were done including 455 by 
ex-inocuktors, particulars of which will be found in statement A.

226. In the, report for last year there was an increase of 6,751 operations 
on the previous year, which was attributed to the epidemic of small pox, and the 
consequent readiness of the people to accept vaccination. The decrease this year is 
attributed by Dr. Briscoe to stringent rules having been enforced with regard to 
the ex-inoculators and they were not allowed to carry on vaccine operations unless 
they sgreed to thq foUowing, a copy of which was giyen in Beng^ to every 
who applied for permissbn to work.

^ 236. The vaccine establishment now consists of one Deputy Superintendent 
dnm^f the working season, on a salary of Rs. 115 including allowances, the pay 
ceases when the season is over, and he is then employed as a Native Doctor on 
Bs. 55 indudmg house-rent. Two head vaccinators, Rs. 20 each, during working 
season, and Rs. 16 during recess. Twelve vaccinators on Rs. 10 each, durh^? 
working season, and Rs, 6 during recess. 

227. Of the above, one head vaccinator was obtained from the Calcutta 
Vaccine Department, and seven of the vaccinators are the men who were sent 
last year from here to be taught vaccination under the Native Superintendents 
Daijeeling Circle, and were reported qualified. 

228. The Deputy Commissioner having issued a proclamation prohibiting 
inoculation in the Mathabhanga Sub-division, the above establishment was sent 
there, and began working on the 28th October 1880, and stopped work on the 
31st March 1881. 

229. The Deputy Superintendent reports that the whole Sub-division has 
been vaccinated, with exception of Bhogramgooree, Barabaree, and portions of 
Gopalpore and Khagrabari, which will be completed next season. 

230. This year only arm to arm operations have been performed, except 
on a tew occasions, when the distance was too far to take the children from 
their bouses, and then fresh lymph to vaccinate with was carried in capillary 
tubes. 


281. At first the people raised many objections, and were unwilling fb 
allow their children to be taken from village to village for the purpose of other 
children being vaccinated fimm them, and Dr. Briscoe states that great credit is 
due to the Deputy Supermtendent and head vaccinators for overcoming these 
objections by kindness and persuasion, 

232. Many of the people of this Sub-division do not yet appreciate the 
value of vaccination, but it is otherwise with those who saw its efficacy during 
the late epidemic of small-pox; the people cannot or wOl not in many cases 
understand why it is necessary to puncture the upper arms in four places instead 
of in one on the forearm, as is done in inoculation, and not until the reasons 
were thoroughly explained would some consent to have their children vac¬ 
cinated. 

288. Each head vaccinator had six vaccinators working under his super- 
▼Won. The Deputy Superintendent inspected and verified the work of every 
man, and also arranged with the head vaccinators for the carrying on of the 
work fiwm village to village; Dr. Briscoe inspected and verified portions of the 
work. 


384. The charge of one pi(^ for each case was as usual made, and wUUngly 
paid by the people. Rs. 176-1-6 on to account has been remitt^ to tim 
Treaeary. Hie Deputy Supaintendent is of opmion that the charge might be 
iniinl(Mii)d tddouble the amount, and easily collected. Permission to do so may 
be pvetiwiilaeaKm. ^

The above are the cases mentioned in the first paragraph of vaccination 
report; new forms had not come into use till October. 

235. The following remarks are made by Dr. Briscoe. 

“ The above pereentago is the best that has ever been obtained at Gooch Behar, and 
“ shows the superiority of arm to arm operations over any other mode particularly when 
“ done with the lancet. As the people are so very ignorant, I was at first doubtful of 
*' them, allowing their children to be taken from village to village for the purpose of vac- 
“ cinating others, and am now very glad that Lord H Uliek Browne insisted on arm to 
" arm operations, or the use of fresh lymph only. To ensure this satisfactory result, the 
"vaccinators were directed to inspect every case on the 4th or 6th day, and if any 
“ punctures had not taken to revaccinate with fresh lymph.’’ 

"Thelicensed vaccinators obtained nearly as good percentage as the paid staff; 
" their work was chiefly carried on in the Dinhata Sub-division, so as not to interfere vdth 
".the working arrangements of the regular establishment; work was frequently inspected 
" and the greater portion verified. They receive no pay from the State except a bonus at 
" the end of the soason, according to the number of cases each man has done.*' A sum of 
" Bs. 146-8 was thus distributed among 11 Uoensed vaccinators, in amounts winch tanged 
" from 12 annas up to Bs. 60.

240. k change in the office of Superintendent took place during the ^ear 
owing to the illness and death of Baboo Blasi Eanta Mukerji. This officer, who 
seems to hare enjoyed a very high character for departmental zeal’and ability, 
fell ill in June, and took leave leaving his department temporarily in the hands 
of Assistant Surgeon, Biressur Palit. The Superintendent died in the following 
August, and was succeeded in December by the present incumbent Baboo Uma 
Gharan Das.

From this table it will be observed that there has been a very marked decrease 
in the gross number of institutions (66), in the gross number of students (2,275), 
and in the average of daily attendance (2,926). These somewhat astonishing 
facts, if facts they be, were not satisfactorily explained in the departmental 
report as at first submitted. The following paras, are transcribed from the 
Superintendent's report on the point. Baboo Uma Charan Das begins by saying 
t|iat some doubt exists as to the accuracy of his predecessor’s figures. He writes 
as follows:— 

• 

“ I shall deal only with these 324 schools, and their strength. The figures 
“ show a decrease of 66 schools, and of 2,275 students, and an average daily 
“ attendance of 2,926. Put I am driven to confess, as the Deputy Commissioner 
“ did in his last year’s report, that I am not in a position to say for certain how 
“ far the figures of the past year are correct. The repqrt of the preceding year 
“ submitted by my predecessor, only two days before he left Cooch BeW fmr 
“ Calcutta in a dangerous state of health, does not, I regret to say, help me much 
“ as regards data and details, and I am in consequence left to the alternative of 
“ m aking comparisons with the figures and facts as stated in the Deputy Commis- 
“ sioner’s printed report, and as I find them in the office rccbrds." His 

further explanation is more practical, he says 

“ (jwtcdlnmt of the Btate-grant the chief reason for the decrease in the mmber 
“ of sc/wofe.—This then is the case: the stoppage of education allotments has 
“resulted in the disappearance of 14 night schools, and 20 indigenous Khools, 
“and 11 middle class vernacular sdiools, and 14 girls’ schools, the last to be 
“treated in another place. These are schools in which genuine Cooch Mdttrie 
“receive bstruction, and are therefore most important and benefidalinstitiitioaiB. 
“ It is a pity not to be aWe to find fimds to aid such schools, when pe(^le come 
“ forward with their agreements. ’’ 

“ I respeetftilly dkeham any intention of making any hostile roimmeuts upem 
“the curtaaiaiBnt of snoh a large amount as Bs. 2,500 from thegrantiwn-aid 



246. Tke curtaUment of the grant, the Supermtendent exphuns, while it 
of oourw matittially affected the lists of the aided institutions, also resulted in 
a l«ge decrease in the number of un-aided schools; the lires of the latter class of 
schools are sustained chiefly by the prospect of obtaining State aid, for which aid 
they become” qualified by a fixed term of existence without it. On perceiving 
therefore that the State grants were being withdrawn from schools already in 
the enjoyment of them, the hopes of a large number of un-aided institutions of 
ever obtaining aid were extinguished, and the schools ceased to exist. This 
explanation is home out by the returns. The decreases in the gross number of 
students in the average daily attendance are excessive in percentage when com¬ 
pared with the actual decrease in institutions. This disfcrepancy is accounted for 
by the fact that a great many of the superintending staff, pundits, gurus &c., were 
employed on census work from August 1880 to February 1881, and were thus 
unable to devote that attention to their legitimate duties on which the welfare of 
the schools greatly depends. 

246. The large decrease of 10,938-10-3 in the amount of local aid given 
by the people themselves to education is explained as attributable to the follow¬ 
ing causes. 

(a.) The custom formerly prevailing of showing the arrear liabilities of 
local subscription as well as actual collections, which practise has 
not been followed during the year of report. 

(i.) The system formerly existing of sub-dividing and also of temporarily 
transferring grants. By sub-dividing grants,assistance could be given 
to two or three schools instead of one only, and on the demise of 
the parent school, the others, to which portions of grants had been 
extended also expired; causing of course, a disprojmrtionnlly 
large decrease in the amount of local aid as compared to that in 
State aid. 

/'c.) The year was not a prosperous one and subscriptions fell off, and were 
also difficult to collect because of the disturbance caused by the 
census operations. 

247. At the last Calcutta University Entnince Examination, Cooch Behar 
passed all its 11 candidates against 9 of the previous year, of these throe were 
placed in the Ist Division, seven in the 2nd and one in the 3rd, a success never 
before obtained by the Jenkins’ School. It is satisiactory that among the success¬ 
ful candidates there are two genuine Cooch Beliaris of whom one is a Kumar, and 
the other a Brahmin of Kagrnbari. Three other boys also passed who began 
their alphabet in this school. These results are, I consider, very creditable to the 
Head-master of the Jenkins’ School, Baboo Kali Mohun Chowdhury. At the 
last Vernacular Scholarship Examination, in which our students for the first 
time competed with those of the Rajshye Division, Cooch Behar passed 31 
candidates against 51 of the preceding year. 

248. At the general examination of the Normal School seven passed against ^ 

eight of last year, one boy standing first in Chemistry in all Bengal. j 

249. At the primary scholarship examinations 307 Cooch Behiiris passed 
against 812 of the preceding year, amongst these were 10 girls (eight hindoos and 
two'mahomedans) against eight, (six hindoos and two mahomedaiis) of the year 
hcfi>re. 
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“ allotments, but I consider it equally mj duty to lay tiba &ets before tbe autbo*

244. Here the Superintendent would appear to accept, ht the nonce, his 
predecessor’s figures, for he lays the decrease in the number oi sdtoola almost 
entirely at the door of the curtailment of the grant, and in a supplementary report 
submitted at my request; the Superintendent goes finrther and says &at his 
doubts about his predecessor’s figures have now been removed. He appends 
to his supplementary report a comparative table of un-mded institutions in the 
State firom the year 1873 to the present time, a copy of which is here given^>-

The total number Of atudents on the roll on the Slat March last was 59 against 
85 at the close of 1879-80. This decrease proves that the popularity of the schools 
is waning. The Normal school has for its object the training up of would be pandits 
for vernacular sdiools. As stated above seven students passed in this school 
during the last year; of these three only passed from the third year class, and 
these all iwissed in the third division. The money spent on the school during the 
year was Rs. 2,514 ; the State had thus to lay out more than Rs. 800 for securing 
a pundit who has paned the final examination in the third division. This result 
seems to be very unsatisfiictory, and I have great doubts of the advisability, under 
the above circumstances, of keeping up the Normal School in Cooch Behar. 
Inhere is, I believe, no Iwk of suitable candidates for punditships when vamcies 
occur. The Training schodl though not equally expensive is also an institution 
of very doubtful utility. A Training school properly so called is an institution 
for training grown men, who arc usually gurus already, to greater efficiency for 
theif vocation not, w is the case in the Cwh Behar Training school, to educate 
little boys in precisely the same way as other boys are educated anth only the 
nominal object of tiheir becoming village school maaten. The students of the 
Model school, who JMW8 the vema«mlar scholarship examination successfully are 
fully competent to take charge of primmy schools or patshalM. The tables givra 
above show that du T i»»g the last year there was not one private patshala in t e 
State. There mm, therefore, be no necessity for maint^ing a school ^ me 
traiuing of ganw for patshalas in the State. The question of the abolition of 
theNottwl and the Training sohooli deserves early consideration; the money 
is much wqtdred for primary edacarion, and would be ^re usefully spen on 
tWs ol^ m that upon wihfob U is now being pracfacally wasted.

256. The Superintendent says that owing to the waiit of system in accounts 
returns, &c. hitherto prevailing it has been very difficult for him to find reliable 
data on which to draw comparisons or account ibr ditprcpancies, and from all I 
can gather I am myself of opmion that the system needs thorough investigation. 
I have not as yet found time to go into the matter, but I have seen several of the 
schools in the raofussil, and I am iiuslined to think that they arc very different 
in their every day reality to what they would appear to be judged by the mere 
figures applied to them. The plan of transferring and dividing grants-in-aid 
seems one of questionable benefit, but might be attended by good results if con¬ 
trolled by some defined system. 

257. Tlus subject will be dealt with in a special report which I propose to 
submit when 1 have^ompleted my investigation of the existing iqrgtem.

ORIGINAL WORKS. 

Civil Buildings. 

260. Oucsrd-lmBe, Store-room, and Jailor's O^e.—Two buildings each 
68' X 20' have been constructed one on either side of the gate-way of the Jail, 
one for the guard, and the other for the jailor’s office, and store-room. These 
buildings were completed during the year at a total cost of Rs. 8,860 

4 

261. Post Ofice toUh out-houses in the town. —This building was designed 
from a sketch sent by the Superintendent of Post Offices, Julpigoree Division, 
and, besides the office, is provided with a residence for the Post master, and 
thatched bouses for the clerks and runners; the apiiearance of the building is very 
neat and nice, and it is a great improvement to the main bazaar road. Its cost 
was Rs. 7,087. 

262. Additions to Dispensary. —This building was found too small for its 
requirements, two wings of equal size are to be added to it, and Rs. 19,688 was 
sanctioned for this purpose. The work has commenced, and the superstructures 
nearly completed during the year. The total amount expended and adjusted 
during the year was Rs. 14,684. The bricks for this and other works had to he 
burnt during the year, consequently work was commenced rather late, and could 
not therefore be completed. 

263. Iron Godoum for Tents d’C.—TTiis building has l)een constructed of 
masonry with corrugated iron roof; it has a boarded floor resting on masonry 
pillars. The buildbg was completed during the year. The amount of the esti¬ 
mate was Rs. 8,207 aud the expenditure Rs. 8,227; the slight increase being 
due to the addition of a partition wall and and door to the original design. 

264. Bouse accommodation for the Band Master. —A new sleeping room was 
added to the Band Master’s house which cost Rs. 1,201. 

266. Mahouts Bouse,—-It urns found absolutely necessary that the mahouts 
should live near the elephants, and 24 smdl houses 15'xl0', have therefore 
been erected for their accommodatioD at a total cost of Rs. 615. 

266. Paddy Gollah. —A Inew goUah has been erected for storing paddy 
for the elephants at a cost of Rs. 607.

272. Rajbarg buddings.—A sum of Rs. 5,687 was sanctioned in 1879-80 for 

the repair of Aese buildings of which Rs. 3,187 were expended during that year, 
and the balance Rs. 2,500 lu» been spent during the year under report, and the 
works completed. • 

273. Another sum of Rs. 5,597 was sanctioned during the year for the 
thorough repair of the Malkhana, and construction of a wall to enclose the 
Aunder. These works have been executed at a cost of Rs. 5,333 oat of Rs. 5,597 
estimated for. 

274. Annual repairs .—The usual repairs have been executed to all Public 
buildings in the town as well as in the Sub-divisions, and call for no special 
remark.

OBIOniAL. 


275. There are at present 240J miles of road under the Public Works 
Department of the State of which 15^ miles have been constructed during the 
year vis;: from the Emigratum road near Patgram to the district road from Julpi- 
goree to Alipur via Falscutta.

Of the above tbe last named road has been constructed daring tibe 7^ 
The earth work has been entirely completed, and for tSbe timber 

bridges collected. Four bridges oS different have been taken i 2 iliand,*imeof 
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thOD 80 ft. long WM completed during the year. This road eonniwte tihie ncniihem 
jMtft (rf the State and of the Pergutinnh Patgram trith the Buliray, and it irill 
tberefoi'C aaawer the purpose of a Feed^ Road to give access to the Huldibary 
StodoQ. The total coat during the year was Rs. 19, 988. , 

277, The Iron Bridge over Torsha river (KdigkatJ.—’Iha length of the 
bridge is 240, ft. divided into 8 spans of SO ft. each. The piers arc formed with 
irms pilea. The bridge has three girders of iron resting on cross girders also of 
iron. The bridge is furnished with a handrail of iron. The cu rying capacity of 
the bridge is equal to a safe moving load of 16 cwt. per rumung foot. Total 
amount of the estimate for this bridge is Rs. 57,058, of which Rs. 53,862 is the 
amount of the contract^ made with Messrs. Marillier and Edwards for cem^c- 
ting the bridge, the balance being devoted to approaches and contingencies. The 
bridge has been completed during the year. The last instalment is still due to 
the contractors but will not be paid until the bridge has stood the freshets of 
the current year’s rsuns. This bridge is situated at the junction of the Rungpore 
and Dhubri roads. After the proposed tramway from Kowneah to Mogalhat is 
completed, it will immensely increase the importance of the road from Cooch Behar 
to Mogalhat, and this iron bridge will then be of great use in bearing incr<:«oed 
traffic. The total amount paid and adjusted during the year was Rs. 27,311. 

278, Wooden bridge over Mamhai River on Rungpore road. —This is a 
pile bridge constructed according to the standard plan adopted for the State roads. 
It is 294 feet long divided into 14 spans of 20 feet and 1 of 15 feet. The bridge 
has been completed during the year at a total cost of Rs. 9,430. This bridge 
completes the bridging on this road, and there is now no crossing between Cooch 
Behar and the Dhorlah, 22 miles from the town. 

279. Wooden bridge over Godadhur River on Lowkutg rood.—This bridge 
is 235 feet long divided into 11 spans of 20 feet and 1 of 15. The total cost is 
Rs. 8,712 including that of the approaches. 

280, Dai Bungalow, roach hou.m and etables on Rungpore road.— A d4k 
bungalow has been constructed at Gidaldah on the north bank of Dhorlah river 
with three out-houses. The bungalow has a thatched roof, boarded floor 
and mat walls with glazed doors and windows. Seven stables have been built 
between Cooch Behim and Kowneah. The-se works have been completed during 
the year. The total cost is Rs. 4,202 of which Rs. 2,000 were adjusted in 

1879-80, and the balance during the year. 

• 

281. Central Emigration road in Julplgorec.—lhis road is not under the 
charge of the State Public Works, but of the District Engineer of Julpigoree; 
the money, however, is provided in the Public Works Budget agreeably to the 
orders of tiie Commissioner, and remitted to the Deputy Commissioner of 
dolpigoree. The amount provided in this year’s budget was Rs. 20,000 of 
which Rs. 8,542 were remitted direct to the Deputy Commissioner of Julpigoree, 
and the balance to the Cooch Behar Treasury. 

Communication—Repairs. 

282. Enrigratm road west of Cooch JS«Aar.—The usual sur&ce repairs and 
, thoii to the timber bridges hawe been executed. The bridge No. 8 near Khuttuneri 

in MNh atile has been lengthened 100 feet to provide a wider waterway. This was 
by the emmoachmeut of the Torsa river which runs parallel to the 
toadjflBwi not very for from the toidge. The bridge in the 39th mile, west of the 
Teeita, lum aJeo been lengthened 50 foet with the same object.

264. Btuea road. —The surface end other repairs haTe been executed. 
The bridges over the Ghorghoria and tiie Bowty have been enlarged 15 feet in 
each case owing to tiie deviatimis of the river in the last rains. 

285. Kalighat rood.—This road from the town meets the Dhubti and 
Rungpore roads where it crosses Torsa river by an iron bridge. One timber bridge 
has enlarged 12 feet in addition to the ordinary surfeoe and otiier repairs. 

286. Lowkuty road. —^The usuti surface repairs have been executed, and 
a small canal cut to divert the course of tiie Godadhur river with a view to tie 
safety of the pile bridge lately constructed. 

287. Bowty road. —One 40 feet bridge has been thoroughly renewed in 
addition to the usual surface repairs and the repairs to the other bridges. 

288. ri7%« road. —The old road from Debibary ghat west of the town to 
Shooktahat has been raised and improved. It is two miles in length. The road 
from the town to the village Goodam, and that from the Buxa road to Baneswar 
h&t hare been thoroughly repaired. 

289. Mojvssil ddk bungalows. —The annual repairs have been executed to 
all dftk bungalows and stables on the roads. 

Miscellamxous Pvbijc Imfbovement. 

290. Town. —The town of Cooch Bchw lies very low, and the j)eople had to 
di^ holes and raise the ground artificially for the sites of their houses. These 
holes have gradually become mere cessjtools. The plan for the improvement of 
the town in this respect was to convert these obnoxious holes and cesspools into 
tanks, and use eacth obtained therefrom iu filling up other holes and raising the 
building sites. The town was divided into rectangular blocks by opening out 
roads; each block to be taken in hand in turn, and a certain amount of money 
allotted. Much has been already done and the work progresses. 

291. The works executed during the year in the town are as follows 

(а) Completed during the year. It has been providfid 
with a masonry ghat at a cost of Rs. 8,467. 

(б) Improving the site of the Now Pucea Post ojjies —This tite las been 

improved by filling in boles, and raising and levellit^ the ground 
at a cost of Rs. 288. 

(c) Improving the site of the MUiku-g and Police Xm«.—The blo^ in 

which the Miiiti^ and Police lines are situated, has beeti 
improved; two tanks made by deepening and widening ol^eotionable 
holes. Two roads crossing at right angles Sad dividing fis block 
into four have been hud out, and filling up work also wisSgbt on

293. Ifnprmnmt of the bazar site at Hvildibary.--^Th.t site of this baaar 
has been wused end per^tly levelled. The site for the hit which place 
twice a week is reserved in the centre, and the mahajons and inudies have built 
their hoMes round it. The pucca well has been sunk in the centre of the 
compound. 

298, A pucca well has been sunk at Haldibary with cement plaster on the 
inner- surface. The well is 27 feet deep and 7ft' in diameter. 

294. A» experimental tank was commenced at Huldibary last year, but 
beds of shingle were found at a very trifling depth as also pure sand. Great 
difficulty is found even in sinking a well in such soil. 

♦^295. Eantatms.—k number of trees have been planted of different sorts 
on the Emigration road west of Ck>och Debar between Khuttimari and Meklignnj. 
About 8 miles of the Rungpore road has also been lined with young trees in 
extension of the existing old avenues. Two large plantations of shisoo have 
been taken in hand, one in talook Dooduarkuti Dewanbush about 2 miles west of 
the town, and another in talook Balashi Nowabgunj almut 5 miles south-east of 
the town; four nurseries have been made for the purpose. The seedlings will be 
transplanted before the heavy rains sot in. About 100 young India rubber plants 
('Ftetw IlaeticaJ were obtained from the Assam Forest Department, but many of 
them died on the way; there are about 25 trees in the nursery which appear to 
be getting on well; they are being transplanted to the town. A large quantity of 
seeds were also obtained lor a regular plantation, and a nursery has been alr^y 
made. The easting nsoo, 41 and khoir plantations, and the avenues on the 
roads have been nuuntained. 


AETIZASS’ SenoOL. 

296. This institution was organized in 1869, and till 1874 it was under the 
direct control of the Deputy Commissioner. In 1875 it was made over to the 
Education Department, and subsequently transferred to the Public Works in 
January 1878. The improvement effected since this school has been under the 
supervision of the Sup>ennt«udent of Works was shewn in the last Annual Report, 
and the statement appended to this will show the result of the year under report, 
which is the same as thatbf last year. 

297. There were tiiree departments in the school during the year; the 
tailoriag, corpeutiy and the blacksmith’s forge; the first is self supjmrting. In the 
oarpentw’e shit^ there were 61 pupils, one p)aid artisan and one head carpenter 
on Rs. 50 ft mmith dunng the year. In the blftcksmiths’ shop there were 6 
pupils and • head blacksmith on Rs. 30 a mouth. 


; PAUC* AUD OTHEB BUILDUIGS. 

298. JVbrfh w^g of Puloee.-^An agreement to excavate the trenches, and 
ttnlovadillMl oi % North Wing of the Palace was drawn out and 
ifMWptad If the late 6. Hanlon contiaotor; but it was not signed by 
^***1 ill TKlIOii fui iilit bring tJuit he n^uiiud the written orders of the 

rates, SanotioB was given on the 7th 
Hw eanheuiot^ hmtm, laid it wai &«b too late in the season 
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to oomiQffism work under ground, and that he woidd not undertake ih* coO' 
tract at bis, ratos, if he had to go on with these fouuditions doling the 

rains. Hr. Hanlon therefore relinquished the work which wa« gone on wiii hjr 
the Architect’s department until the rains pretented further work- (An qrder 
to stop the'work was giren by Mr. Smith, the Oonsul^g Inginew to the 
Architect in his letter No. 26, dated June 2^ 1880.) As soon as possihle 
after the raiDs, operations were recommenced. Mr. Smith visited the work, 
and expressed his approval of what was bdng done; this was in NoTembor 
1880. 


299. Mr. Smith resigned the office of Oonsulting,. Engineer to the State 
of Cooch Behar on the Slst January 1881, and Mr. Martin was i^pointed to 
the \K)8t. The latter officer visited Cooch Behar on the 6th March 1881, and 
recommended that most of the foundations should be uncovered and widened, 
80 as to equalize the pressure. The foundations, os designed by Mr. Smith, were 
finished during the official year, but the widening according to Mr. Martin’s 
advice was not completed. 

300. The second revised estimate for the foundation of the North Wing 
was foi Warded for Government approval on the 18th* May 1880. Some delay 
took place in consequence of doubts as to how the wing should be built. The 
work was carried out under great difficulties, as for example, flooding by rain, 
and washing of the loose earth into the trenches. As Mr. Hanlon had, morever, 

off his own men there was difficulty in obtaining others. 

301. A third estimate for the foundations was made in consequence of 
Mr. Smith ordering the deepening of some parts. This was forwarded for 
Government approval on the 6th October 1880. The works were carried out 
by order of the Commissioner in anticipation of Govenunent sanction, which 
\m since been obtained. The estimate for the foundations was 21,291, the 
cost of the work actually executed R» 21,286 showing a saving of five rupee*. 
This was the first work both estimated for and carried out by Mr. Cane, the 
Architect, and the accuracy of the estimate is creditable to him. 

302. A separate estimate was made for the portion above the foundations 

to a height of five feet, viz .; the plinth, and forwarded for Government sanctimi 
on the 18th January 1881. This wa.s done that the work might be carried on 
without delay, while the nature of the superstructure was being decided on, 
but since Mr. Martin made his report the remaining estimates have bera made 
out, and the plinth hrouglit in with them. • * 

303. Sub-soil Drainage.—The drainage scheme which Mr. Smith proposed 
is now finished with the exception of the grating to the ontiei. SeVMcal 
estimates were made, owing to Mr. Smith's having made soveta) alterations in 
his plan. The last estimate “pras’Ite 8,689, and the work was executed at a 
cost of Sgr 3,199 giving a saving altogether of lU 490. Mr. Martin advised 
that there should be a valve fixed at the outlet, this has not yet been sanotioited. 
There was also to be a grating here, but this has not yet been done 
decision on the point of the valve with which the grating might interfete. The 
subsoil drainage scheme has tamed out a complete failure, it waa that

The well feraa 
which the hath ww formerly eapplied aubeided. By the present anangemeot 
the water it tuppoaed to come from a teak. A considerable saving in theexecu- 
tioa of the-wpfk has been effected, and some of this money may be expended 
in oBStoaeting the rain water pipw which drain the roof of the bath with 
the iM^h} this would cause a gieat saving in the matter of filling the bath, 
and it is probable that suffiment water will iall to keep the hath clean, and 
well filled throughout the rainy season without extraneous labor. The work 
has been finished, hut thfe pump takes a week to fill the hath, and the labor is 
enormous. It is difficult to hit upon any good scheme for filling the bath*, 
an en|^ can ofeonrse be uae^ for pumping the tank water, but again the t^ 
is small and the water very dirty. This matter is occupying my attention. 

305. J^htform round North Wing.—ycjj little has been done of this 
proposed work, it will probably not be finished until after the building is 
finished. 


806. Palace gtmnd.-^'Dr. King has drawn up a very elaborate scheme 
for laying out the Balaoe grounds, an estimate is being prepared by the 
Architect. 


807. Brick-making.— following are tlie remarks on the brick-making 
in Mr. Cane’s report. 

The briok-making has made very fair progress daring tliis season, and about 12 
lacs bricks have been moulded, the out-turn at present seems to be very satisfactory, 
but it vrifl not be wise to give any estimate until all the kilns have been unloaded. 
At the request of Mr. Smith the larger portion of the Bmgthatra bricks have been table 
made, and Mr. Martin's i^nion of them was that they were very fair samples of mofussS 
manu&cture. 


The Akra brick fields were in Mr. Marim's division, and he seems to have taken 

I vory groat interest in the mannfaeture of bricks, and has made himself perfectly acquainted 
with all the details and methods of makmg them, so that his opinion carries great 
weight with it. 


A large amount brick emrth has been laid np for the nett season's bricks to 
weather, as it is technically termed; this causes it to mix better and work morein<dlow; 
bricks made from material so freated are more even in shape.

The tiled eavee at the ba<dc of the bulildii'g were mitted whieh, 1 
think, seems a pity, as the back of the building looks bene and diffeieut limn 
the* front, Ihe Commissioner considered that it would be advisable to use tiie 
sum saved to put on the missing eavra. Ibis has not yet been done, hut maf 
yet be done in the coming winter if required. Mr. imnarla as f(^ws of 
this building:— 

This bnilding is the best specimen of briok'Work in the State of Cooeh Behsr, and was 
mueh praised by Messrs. Smith and Martin. Smith nsited the work, Novmnber 806i, 
left December 12th, 1880, and expressed himself very mnch pleased with the work which 
had been executed under the supervision of this department. He minotely examined all 
the buildings, and gave orders on some points more particularly the briok-making. 

310. Mr. Cane also says:— 

Mr. E. J. Martin visited Coooh Debar in March, and particularly examined the whole 
of the works, and, though differing on some points from Mr* Smith, was mnch pleased with 
the way in which the work had been executed. Mr. Martin carefully went over all the 
plans and made many valuable suggestions for the Palace, and gave much practical 
advice as to the brick manufactnre and all other points connected with the Palace works. 

311. Mr. Cane concludes his report in the following words. 

I may here remark how different have been the opinions expressed by Engineers of the 
highest authority of this division from what the framer Deputy Commissioner had written 
in his report, and how his opinions have been proved to be erroneous by the results of 
practical tests, and I think it only fair to those who have executed these works that these 
points should be brought before the notice of the Commissioner and the Lientenant- 
Governor. 

312. I regret to be xtnehle to support Mr. Cane here for since the close 
of the year udder report the Normal School has been found to be seriously 
cracked in several places and quite unsafe, the school has Imd to be removed 
to the old school house and extensive repairs taken in hand. An official report 
has been submiisted to the Commissioner on this subject. 
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814< The total expenditure incurred during the year in connection with 
this experiment was Bs 1,691-9>11, and the price of milk sold at the sudder 
and Mek%unj &rms mounted to Bs 66-8>6. The farms were opened in 
1879-80. The number of cows brought to be served by the bulls up to the Slst 
March last was 276; from enquiries made it appears that bull-calves have been 
dropped in 48 cases and cow-calves in 61. The cows brought to the farms by 
the ryots m not as a rule strong and healthy animals, and the calves produced 
moreover are notwtdl fed, and do not therefore turn out as well as they othar- 
wise might Some crives, however, dropped by cows belonging to well-to-do 
residents of the town are growing very well. The experiment hasnotasydt 
become popular mong the resident ryots. They do not seem to care about 
bringing their cows to the farm and getting their names registered in the farm 
books. I ttiink a good supplementary extension of the experiment would be to 
put a good bull in eaiidi cattie pound throughout the State under the care of 
the pound-keepmr. Tke ryots will thus have good bulls near their houses, and 
the inconvenience of taking their cows long distances, and which is the great 
bar to the popuhoity of the scheme, will be partially remedied.

aupervison under the 18 circle of&eers or RqMvison, ^nd tite total aumher of 
enumerators was 2,008. are no aemindan or aemin)iaii amlas in Coooh 
Behar; the number of respectable resident joteda», who can prepare retnms, 
is also veccf small. Great difficulty was therefore experienced in finding out 
Bub-supertisors and enumerators. The senrioes of all village pundits were 
entertained, and many ministetial offieers had also to be appointed sa1>>supw« 
visors. The headmen of villages were generally appointed enumeiators; 
many of these were of course wanting in intelligenoe and education, and 
instructions bad to be repeatedly given to get any work out of them, their 
lists had in many cases to be re-vrritten by the 'sub-supervisors, and the 
prejimlnai 7 census had therefore to be made under great difficulties, and the 
constant supervudon of circle officers was necessary. 

317. Tlie following note left me by Mr. Dalton regarding the Census is 
given verbatim:— 

“The Dewan deserves great credit for his excellent arrangements, for 
“ there is no doubt that our mterial was of the roughest description. The pre- 
" Hminary census was attended with some trouble, and at one time I was apprehen- 
“ sive of an organized resistance in certain parts of the State, notably, tho 
“ Dinhata sub division and the parts about Baneshur north cast of the sadder 
“station. 

"There is always a party in tho State which is very much linked to the old 
“ order of things, and opposed to us and our policy. This party looks for supiK)rt 
“ to those members of the Raja’s family who are discontented with their position. 
“ In this case one or two dist^tly connected relatives of the family were found 
“to be at the bottom of a great deal, if not all tho dissatisfaction. They had 
“propagated the most absurd rumours, and nothing was too gross or too absurd 
“ for the people to swallow. There was a show of actual resistance in two places. 
“ The Dewan afld the Fouzdary Ahilkar were meiulcod, and the Police acturdly 
" assaulted. Gatherings of people in thousands were reported to me, but I failed Ui 
“find any actual gathering. As the news tlmt I was coming always got wind, 
'• and on the occasion of tho Police being resisted at Baneshur, when I rode out 
“ with four sowars, the effect waste make the people nin away from their home- 
“ steads, and the whole country seemed deserted when I got there. I managed 
“ to get a few people together and reasoned with them, but I doubt wlH'thcr they 
“ believed me; however they were persruulcd tliat thd census was inevitable, and 
“ they ceased to resist it. We thought tlu?re might!« a little trouble at last 
“ but all went smoothly. As arranged Iwtwecn the Deputy Commissioner of 
“ Julpigorce and myself the outlying tracts of Cooch Behar were to be eti«- 
“ merated by his officers, and those of Julpigorce lying within Cooch Beliar I'?' 
“ us. Tho large tracts of Teldhar and Kotebhajoni were excluded from tlii* 
“ arrangement. Complete lists of all our outlying tracts were sent to Jtilpigoiw 
“in ample time, notwithstanding which, tiie Julpigoree Census offloerfailecl to 
“take the census of certain small tracts alleging subsequently to the census 
“ that they could not trace them. Had they asked us whm they made tho 
"preliminary enquiries we coukl easily have pointed oat tooots or even 
“undertaken the census of them ourselves, l^juste hi evciy foasoa to behevo
